or many in the town of Aga- 

wam, 2012 was a busy year. 
Town officials grappled with sewer 
issues and the future of the School 
Street Barn while the police de- 
partment worked to investigate an 
accidental shooting involving one 
of their officers. 

In the last year, our community 
has recovered from the weather 
events of 2011 and braced for sev- 
eral storms — including Hurricane 
Sandy, which struck on the one- 
year anniversary of the Oct. 29, 
2011 snowstorm — but for the most 
part, we have come through the 
year unscathed. 

As we look forward to the be- 
ginning of 2013, we would like to 
take you back through the last 52 
weeks of our newspaper with this 
special recap edition: our “Year in 
Review.”

Another project on 
the horizon is the restoration of the 
School Street Barn, a 130-year-old 
structure that occupies a prominent 
position at the entrance of School 
Street Park. 

The town’s plan to secure fund- 
ing for the second phase of the 
School Street Park project hit a 
roadblock when city councilors 
announced at their Jan. 17 meet- 
ing that the town did not get a 
$500,000 grant it expected to re- 
ceive. The Community Preserva- 
tion Committee passed a $2 mil- 
lion funding request for the project 
at its Jan. 9 meeting and the issue 
was to go before the city council 
for final approval. The application,

PALMER — When determining what a 
dog wants or needs — and deciding where it 
truly belongs — there are many more signs 
in its behavior to look out for than barking, 
growling and wagging of the tail, said Wen- 
dy LeSage, animal control officer (ACO) for 
Palmer, Monson and Wales. And thanks to 15 
evaluation kits distributed statewide through 
the AniMatch Program, a task force of the 
Massachusetts Animal Coalition, some lo- 
cal ACOs including Agawam's will have the 
tools to read those signs better. 

Daniel LeBlanc, himself an animal control 
officer in Leominster and program coordina- 
tor for AniMatch, said the kits were offered 
to trained animal evaluators through a grant 
from the American Society for Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals (ASPCA), and cost 
around $400 each. The kits include a wide 
range of items including Home Again uni- 
versal microchip scanners, different kinds of 
dry dog food, a fake hand to test food aggres- 
sion, different color-coded leashes based on 
length and a hat, to see how animals respond 
to it. 

LeBlanc, LeSage and Agawam and West 
Springfield ACO Allison Strong said that 
these implements would help them decide 
what type of shelter an animal needed to go 
to before finding it a home — some shelters 
can offer rehabilitation. 

“We’re not just dog catchers,” said Strong, 
who used to work as a veterinary technician 
at Noah’s Ark Animal Hospital in Palmer. 
She said she does not carry a gun in her hol- 
ster for fear it sends the wrong impression 
about her role. “With tools like this, we can 
read the body signs and place these animals 
where they need to go.” 

LeBlanc formally presented the kits to 
LeSage and Strong, as well as East Long- 
meadow ACO Thomas O’Connor and LeS- 
age’s assistant Don Sprowl, at the Palmer

LeBlanc said that a lot of animals found in 
Western Massachusetts can be taken to the 
eastern part of the state, depending on the 
needs of the dogs and their temperament. He 
explained there are over 100 trained behav- 
ior observers in the Commonwealth. 

“AniMatch puts us all on the same page,” 
said LeSage, who runs her own animal shel- 
ter in Wales and recently received a $3,000 
donation of electrical work from James 
O’Connell in Chicopee for the Palmer dog 
pound on Bridge Street. “A lot of my role, 
I feel, is education, about what to consider 
as pet owners. There are a lot of decisions 
that we need to make as animal control of- 
ficers that would be helped by people mak- 
ing the right decisions about their animals 
beforehand. We’ll see an influx of animals 
in June or July at local shelters because pets 
exchanged around the holidays will become 
too much for owners to handle.” 

And with education in mind, LeSage will 
teach classes at the Yellow House, a new non- 
profit cultural and learning center located on 
North Main Street in Palmer, starting in Jan- 
uary, on such subjects as choosing the right 
dog, training techniques, brain games and 
preparing for disasters with animal welfare 
in mind. For a list of upcoming programs at 
the Yellow House, call 413-289-6091 or visit 
www.yellowhouseccl.com. 

LeBlanc said some of the impetus for 
providing local ACOs and shelters with ad- 
equate resources comes from a new animal 
control law signed by Gov. Deval Patrick 
earlier this year, which initiates a statewide 
spay/neuter fund, requires training for ACOs 
and microchips to track stray animals, al- 
lows pets to be included in domestic vio- 
lence prevention orders, requires humane 
methods of euthanasia and prevents breed- 
specific local regulation. He was quick to 
add that funds to support these initiatives are 
provided through a voluntary check-off on 
state income tax forms.

New ‘mega plows’ part of 
MassDOT snow fighting fleet 


Newest plow clears 2+ travel lanes in a single pass 


WEST SPRINGFIELD —Massachusetts 
Department of Transportation (MassDOT) 
Secretary and CEO Richard A. Davey have 
debuted the department’s most efficient 
snow clearing machine, a Tow Plow that can 
clear 2.5 travel lanes in a single pass. 

A standard plow clears less than one lane. 

“MassDOT works diligently to find cost- 
effective and environmentally friendly ways 
to improve our operations,” said Secretary 
Davey. “This Mega Plow takes the place of 
three pieces of equipment. We are reducing 
emissions, man-power, and still clearing the 
roads for our customers.” 

MassDOT Highway District 2 stretches 
from Southwick to Warwick, Westhampton 
to New Braintree. 

The Tow Plow was available for service 
last winter, but saw little action with the 
light snowfall. This season it is ready to clear 


snow on the northern end of Interstate 91. 

A second Tow Plow is expected to arrive 
in District 2 by mid-winter. Because of their 
size, these plows work best on wide, mostly 
straight stretches of roadway. 

“MassDOT enters the winter season with 
nine new loaders, 40 new plows with spread- 
ers and 12 new Tow Plows on order,” said 
MassDOT Highway Administrator Frank 
DePaola. “Even with the new equipment, 
we can’t do it alone. We rely on the 4,000 
private vendors who become part of our for 
snow and ice removal force each winter.” 

Clean-up from the Nov. 7 storm cost Dis- 
trict 2 approximately $230,000 out of a state- 
wide total of $2.4 million. This year’s snow 
and ice budget is set at $45 million. 

District 2 is stocked with 39,000 tons of 
salt, 2,200 tons of sand and 75,000 gallons 
of liquid anti-icers and de-icers.

The Southwest Area Sewer Expansion 
Project took up a significant amount of news 
space this year as city councilors discussed 
sewer abatements for Phase 1 and the poten- 
tial cost for Phase 2 before ultimately tabling 
discussions about the project earlier this 
month. The sewer issue will move into 2013, 
however, thanks to a recent resolution spon- 
sored by Agawam Mayor Richard A. Cohen 
to establish a low-interest loan program for 
septic improvements for the southwest area 
of town. This resolution — which will also 
likely be tabled indefinitely — will move onto 
the council’s first agenda in January. 

We celebrated as many school and town 
personnel were lauded for their years of 
service. Several of those longstanding town 
employees — like Raymond Pond, an Aga- 
wam firefighter with over four decades 
of service to the town — retired from their 
roles amid much fanfare and celebration. In 
the schools, we welcomed newly appointed 
Superintendent William Sapelli to the posi- 
tion vacated by Mary Czajkowski; watched 
as students from each of Agawam’s public 
schools held after-school events like science 
and art fairs where they displayed their vari- 
ous works; we cheered for the Rosie Robot- 
ics team when they went to nationals in St. 
Louis; and we highlighted student achievers 
at every school level for their scholastic ef- 
forts. 

We helped to spread public awareness 
about the School Street Barn, which was 
placed on the National Register of Historic 
Places this year and will be the subject of 
discussion about future use in the months to 
come. 
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This year also held a few changes for the 
Agawam Advertiser News. In February, we 
brought to you our first “Where We Live” 
supplement highlighting everything that 
makes our town great: from local restau- 
rants and eateries to town departments and 
relevant contact information. Stay tuned for 
our second “Where We Live” in February 
2013. And in the Brownie spirit, we also 
changed the masthead of our paper to reflect 
the town’s colors: brown and orange.

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New program trains people to become skilled precision machinists

SPRINGFIELD - Lt. Gov. Timothy 
Murray promoted a statewide initiative that 
trains workers for the precision manufac- 
turing industry last week and toured the 
Roger L. Putnam Vocational School which 
is one of several training sites in Massa- 
chusetts. 

Murray was joined by Secretary of Hous- 
ing and Economic Development Gregory 
Bialecki as well as educators and leaders 
in the field of precision manufacturing and 
said the industry will need more highly 
trained workers in coming years, as the 
sector continues to grow in Western Mass. 
and workers reach retirement age. 

The Precision Manufacturing Training 
Program (PMTP) trains new, incumbent 
and under-employed workers for the high- 
ly skilled and highly paid precision tool- 
ing industry. In Western Mass. alone, 1,500 
precision machinists will be needed in the 
next few years. 

Students in the Fast Track Program who 
are new to the industry attend classes at 
Smith and Wesson during the day, then get 
practical experience in Putnam’s machine 
shop later in the afternoon. 

Once they complete the training pro- 
gram, they will work as apprentices for 
manufacturers, such as Hoppe Technolo- 
gies in Chicopee. 

Eric Hagopian, president of Hoppe Tech- 
nologies and chairman of the PMTP Lead- 
ership Committee, said after the initial 300 
hours of training, the apprentice will work 
side by side with highly skilled precision 
machinists in local shops. 

“The need will continue to grow. We 
have people retiring out of our plant and 
from all of the other ones in our region,” he 
said. The lack of precision machinist also 
affects the oil and gas, semi-conductor and 
aerospace industries or growth markets in 
the U.S. 

“They are going to have tailwinds for the 
foreseeable future. As a result, we’re go- 
ing to need skilled people to fill those jobs. 
It’s a double whammy -- we have a growth 
business and an aging workforce,’ Hago- 
pian said. 

The program includes returning mili- 
tary veterans, under-employed workers 
and students 19-26 years old. He added the 
students see precision manufacturing as a 
viable career option in an industry where 
career advancement is available. 


The industries Hagopian mentioned all 
require medium-to-high complex machined 
components and assemblies. Students also 
learn welding, sheet metal fabrication and 
electromechanical assembly. 

“The need for this kind of labor out- 
weighs the investment we have put in so 
far,’ he said. “This is a great opportunity 
to bring new people in, but we still need 
more. This isn’t enough.” 

John W. Ward, president and CEO of the 
Regional Employment Board of Hampden 
County, Inc., said the unique public-private 
partnership serves as an “economic devel- 
opment engine” which prepares workers 
for “tremendous opportunities” in growth 
industries, like precision machining. 

The program is funded through a 
$750,000 grant from the Patrick-Murray 
Administration, and will eventually train 
360 workers. 

Murray said, “It’s worthy to see we are 
increasingly making investments in bring- 
ing our vocational-technical schools up to 
modern day standards.” He stressed that 
the average median wage in manufacturing 
is $75,000. 

According a recent report, said Murray, 
100,000 workers will retire from precision 
manufacturing in the next decade. He said 
similar training programs are being repli- 
cated across Massachusetts. 

Philip Mokrzycki of Agawam, applied 
for the program after he read a story in a lo- 
cal newspaper. He was interviewed several 
times by program administrators before he 
was admitted into PMTP. He also had to 
take tests that measured intelligence and 
vocational and mechanical aptitudes. 

Mokrzycki, who still works at Home De- 
pot in West Springfield, decided he needed 
areal career. “That’s why I’m here. There’s 
nothing better than machining,” he said, 
adding, “job security, you can’t complain 
about that.” 

His father, Jams Mokrzycki, who is an 
engineer, encouraged him to enter the pre- 
cision machining industry for years. “One 
day it just clicked. I went into a shop, 
looked around and thought it was really in- 
teresting,” he said. 

Mokrzycki, who started in the program 
in September, attends classes at Smith and 
Wesson from | to 3 p.m., and goes to Put- 
nam in the late afternoon to gain practical 
experience. “Working at Home Depot, I 
wasn’t sure how it would work out. But this 
program is going to help me make some- 
thing of myself,” he said.

director Christopher Sparks, in- 
cluded a proposal for open space 
that would benefit the whole com- 
munity. The $2 million in CPA 
funding was needed to secure the 
$500,000 reimbursable grant. De- 
spite not receiving the anticipated 
$500,000 grant, town officials are 
optimistic that the project will still 
move forward. 

The Agawam School Committee 
voted at its Dec. 19, 2011 meeting 
to appoint William Sapelli as per- 
manent superintendent for a three- 
year term. Following the departure 
of previous Superintendent Mary 
Czajkowski — who left to become 
head of the Barnstable school sys- 
tem — Sapelli was named interim 
superintendent. A lifelong resident 
and graduate of Agawam schools, 
Sapelli said his pride in and knowl- 
edge of the community were con- 
tributing factors to his decision to 
postpone retirement plans in order 
to become head of the schools. 


February 

If the efforts of one city coun- 
cilor come to fruition, the town 
will place a restriction on the deed 
to School Street Park, prohibiting 
growing vegetables or fruit that 
would be consumed on a section of 
the park adjacent to the Agawam 
Sportsman’s Club on Corey Street. 
Councilor Robert Magovern spon- 
sored the resolution, which the 
council will mull over at the Feb. 
6 meeting. 

With the support of the Massa- 
chusetts Historical Commission, 
the town of Agawam has submitted 
to the U.S. Department of Interior 
a National Historic Register form 
for the School Street Barn. Listing 
on the register is a “rare privilege” 
granted to those structures and 
places that “hold a special place 
in American history,” according to 
Deborah Dachos, director of Plan- 
ning and Community Development 
in Agawam. 

Councilors tabled a resolution to 
place a deed restriction on a portion 
of School Street Park property at 
their meeting Feb. 6, citing a need 
for more information about pub- 
lic health risks. Information pre- 
sented during that meeting raised 
more questions than it answered, 
and several councilors voiced their 
concerns on the subject. “[This is] 
a situation where I think we should 
proceed with caution,” said Coun- 
cilor Paul Cavallo. 

A new town-wide phone system 
was installed, allowing for im- 
proved service and fewer chances 
of dropped calls. The new system 
is run off the Comcast digital voice 
system and eliminates the need for 
analog phone service through Ve- 
rizon. The Comcast system also 
allows the town to operate with 
fewer lines, thus savings in phone 
bills are estimated at around $600 
per month. 

Plans to restore and rehabilitate 
the School Street Barn will need to 
be approved by the Agawam City 
Council, but first, the Community 
Preservation Committee, will vote 
on a $61,750 application to retain 
the services of Crosskey Architects 
for the project. The request for 
funds will be discussed Feb. 29 at 
the Agawam Public Library. Cross- 
key Architects, based in Hartford, 
Conn., is a design firm with exten- 
sive experience in restoration of 
post and beam structures including 
various historic barns. 


March 

The debate on whether to place 
a deed restriction on a portion of 
School Street Park property was 
put to rest Feb. 21 when city coun- 
cilors voted down the measure. 
The vote was five against and four 
in favor. 

A Community Preservation 


Committee meeting set for Feb. 
29 was canceled due to inclem- 
ent weather, but supporters said 
they won’t let that impede their 
efforts to restore the structure. A 
rescheduled meeting date was set 
for March 14. 

State Rep. Nicholas A. Boldyga 
and political newcomer Samuel Di 
Santi both announced their can- 
didacy for Boldyga’s seat in the 
November election. Boldyga, a 
resident of Southwick, was elected 
in 2010 and has been a strong ad- 
vocate for the people of his district 
focusing on job creation, local aid, 
public education, seniors, veterans’ 
services, and government reform. 
Di Santi, a resident of Agawam, 
retired after 30 years as a business 
mail specialist with the U.S. Postal 
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Service, who focused on educa- 
tion, job creation, and business 
incentives. 

Following on the heels of a 
unanimous vote by the Agawam 
Community Preservation Commit- 
tee, the Agawam City Council will 
vote on a $61,750 grant applica- 
tion to fund design services for the 
restoration of School Street Barn at 
its April 2 meeting. The CPC voted 
in favor of the grant application for 
funding to retain the design ser- 
vices of Crosskey Architects at its 
March 14 meeting. 


April 
Instead of requesting a level- 
funded school department budget 
that would mean cuts to programs 
and personnel, and in order to avoid

a repeat of last year’s budget prob- 
lems, school Superintendent Wil- 
liam Sapelli’s first budget proposal 
will be a level-services budget. 
While still fine-tuning the figures, 
Sapelli is expected to seek a $1.9 
million increase over the $34.5 
million Fiscal Year 2012 budget. 
In the 20 years since the disap- 
pearance and death of 24-year-old 
Lisa Ziegert, a lot has happened in 
the lives of her family members 
and friends, but one things remains 
constant: despite efforts of local and 
federal investigators, her murderer 
has not been found. To mark the 
anniversary of her disappearance, 
several events have been planned 
in town. The first will be a gather- 
ing at Roberta Doering School on 
Thursday, April 12 to dedicate a 
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tree in Lisa’s memory. To celebrate 
her love of children and reading, a 
story hour will be held at Agawam 
Public Library April 14 and a time 
of remembrance is scheduled for 
April 15 at the band practice hill at 
Agawam High School. 

The Wendy’s project that was 
approved more than a year ago will 
finally move forward after a Mas- 
sachusetts Land Court judge up- 
held a Zoning Board of Appeals’ 
special permit. Construction work 
had ceased at the Wendy’s cite in 
November 2010, one month after 
the special permit was issued.

Crash report includes Agawam intersection, rotary

AGAWAM — The Pioneer Valley Plan- 
ning Commission (PVPC) recently released 
a draft report of the top 100 high crash inter- 
sections in the region and there’s good news 
and bad news for Agawam drivers contained 
in that report. 

The good news: Agawam only made the 
list once. According to crash data obtained 
by the PVPC for the calendar years of 2007- 
2009, Agawam intersections North West- 
field Street (Route 187)/South Westfield 
Street (Route 187 and Route 57)/Springfield 
Street (Route 147)/Southwick Street (Route 
57) came in at number 82 on the list with a 
total of 40 crashes. 

The bad news: Agawam topped the chart 
of inventoried rotaries in the Pioneer Valley. 
According to crash data, the rotary at the 
South End Bridge (Route 5)/Henry E. Bo- 
durtha Highway (Route 57)/Route 5/Mead- 
ow Street saw a total of 250 crashes from 
2007-2009. 

Other communities listed once on the list 
of high-crash intersections include Palmer, 


Seniors 


Wilbraham, South Hadley and Granby. East 
Longmeadow and Ludlow were listed twice; 
Northampton was listed three times; West 
Springfield and Westfield were both listed 
eight times. The cities of Chicopee, Holyoke 
and Springfield had 12, 14 and 46 listings 
respectively. 

According to the report, PVPC utilized 
MassDOT crash data for the calendar years 
of 2007 to 2009 to compile the Top 100 
High Crash Intersections list. The MassDOT 
Highway Division obtains crash data from 
the Massachusetts Registry of Motor Vehi- 
cles (RMV) on a regular basis. The state and 
local police departments and motor vehicle 
operators who are involved in crashes submit 
detailed crash reports to the RMV. The RMV 
Crash Records Section maintains crash data 
records in a database, which is ultimately the 
source of the MassDOT Highway Division 
crash data. 

MassDOT developed an automated pro- 
cedure for matching and aggregating crash 
data by geographical location using Geo- 
graphic Information System (GIS) tools and 
procedures. According to the latest updates, 
MassDOT has been successful in geocoding 
more than 90 percent of all crashes. 


PVPC staff reviewed the data to ensure 
consistency between the assigned location 
and information related to each crash. Using 
GIS tools, crashes attributed to each inter- 
section were identified based on a 200-foot 
radius around each intersection. For some 
intersections in the region where more than 
four approaches merged, the buffer was re- 
defined to ensure that no intersection crashes 
were omitted. 

Crashes occurring at nine major rotaries 
were summarized in a separate table. 

The objective of the report is to help local, 
regional, and MassDOT officials identify and 
update the inventory of high crash locations 
and help them plan for future transportation 
improvement projects in the Pioneer Valley 
region. There are several high- and low-cost 
improvement measures to enhance safety 
at any location with recorded safety issues. 
Some low-cost measures are updating sig- 
nage, repainting pavement markings, main- 
taining and trimming vegetation to improve 
sight distances, and installing additional 
warning signs. Similarly, long-term im- 
provement measures include installing new 
traffic signals, making geometric changes to 
roadway segments or intersections, adding 


turn lanes or storage lanes, and increasing 
the storage capacity of turn lanes. 

Additional information about fatal crash- 
es, crash severity, driver age, and non-mo- 
torist crashes in the region has also been 
included with the help of data provided by 
UMassSafe. The report is available at www. 
pvpc.org. Comments on the draft document 
will be accepted until Jan. 18.

five requests April 17. At its April 
2 meeting, the council voted 10 
against and one abstaining on two 
applications for redetermination 
of sewer betterments assessed to 
Joseph and Mary Ann Czerpak 
for property on South Westfield 
Street in Feeding Hills. Both re- 
quests were voted down. Another 
abatement request — from Luigi 
Chiarella for property located on 
South Westfield Street — was also 
voted down by the council. One 
request was granted, however, for 
Paul G., Karl J., and Linda Schma- 
elzle for property located on South 
Westfield Street that now belongs 
to MassHighway. 

They came from all over the 
country, to celebrate the life of and 
remember Lisa Ziegert, the Aga- 
wam woman who was abducted 
and killed from her workplace 
in 1992. Former classmates and 
friends — some from as far away as 
Florida — joined the Ziegert family 
and more than 100 others in front 
of the Agawam Public Library 
April 15 to mark the 20th anniver- 
sary of her murder. 


May 

The Community Preservation 
Committee held its annual public 
hearing with over a dozen resi- 
dents in attendance to review the 
Community Preservation Act and 
provide an overview of the com- 
mittee’s financial performance 
and project ideas. The average 
CPA surcharge for homeowners is 
$28.62, or roughly $7 when paid 
quarterly. 

A 21-year-old woman was re- 
portedly injured when an Aga- 
wam police officer’s weapon was 
discharged while officers from 
the department were responding 
to an early-morning call at Eliza- 
beth Manor Apartments on Maple 
Street on May 5. 

Four out of the six sewer abate- 
ment requests that the city council 
has been looking into over the last 
few months remain on the council 
table after the May 7 meting. One 
abatement redetermination re- 
quested by St. Anne’s for property 
located on South Westfield Street 
in Feeding Hills, was denied by a 
9-0 vote Another request by Mi- 
chael C. and Donna M. Davis, also 
for property on South Westfield 
Street, was withdrawn by the ap- 
plicant. 

Agawam native and 1971 Aga- 
wam High School graduate Car- 
leton Beane — known as the voice 
of the Fenway Park — died of an 
apparent heart attack as he was re- 
turning home after an early-morn- 
ing radio broadcast May 9. 

Five days after a 21-year old 
woman was shot by an Agawam 
police officer, officials identified 
the officer involved as Danielle 
Petrangelo, an 11-year veteran of 
the department. The victim was 
identified as Britteney Miles in a 
statement released by her attorney, 
Frank E. Flannery. 

The $77.4 million fiscal year 
2013 operating budget that Mayor 
Richard A. Cohen has proposed 
represents a 5.2 percent increase 
— $3.8 million more — than the fis- 
cal 2012 budget. According to Co- 
hen, the figures present a balanced 
budget, which allows the town to 
move forward without any layoffs 
or cuts to municipal services. The 
proposed budget includes $23.3 
million for town departments and 
$36.4 million for the school de- 
partment. The former represents a 
5.4 percent increase and the latter 
is 5.9 percent more than the total 
fiscal 2012 budget. 


June 
The Agawam City Council 
voted unanimously to keep a reso- 
lution critical to Phase 2 of the 
Southwest Area Sewer Extension 


Project tabled at its June 7 meet- 
ing. The resolution was tabled at 
the May 14 meeting and kept there 
at the May 21 meeting. It was re- 
ferred to the council’s administra- 
tive subcommittee for review. The 
resolution asks for the approval of 
land-taking necessary to construct 
pumping stations on Pine and Bar- 
ry streets in Feeding Hills. 

For the 310 seniors who gradu- 
ated from Agawam High School 
June 10, it was a perfect day to 
cherish fond memories, take some 
special photos and share one last 
hug as they gathered at Springfield 
Symphony Hall to receive their 
diplomas with family and friends 
watching. 

The public hearing on the town’s 
fiscal year 2013 budget — which 
goes into effect July 1 — met with 
very little fanfare at the June 18 
city council meeting when no one 
spoke on the issue and only four 
residents went on the record in fa- 
vor of it. The council unanimously 
approved the $77.4 million in 
spending following the presenta- 
tion by Mayor Richard A. Cohen. 

Despite some reservations, the 
Agawam City Council unani- 
mously decided to put the question 
of whether or not to change the 
structure of local government to 
the voters. The resolution — spon- 
sored by the Community Relations 
Committee — requests the council 
petition for the enactment of spe- 
cial legislation to change the terms 
of office of the mayor, city council, 
and school committee from two to 
four years. 

After tabling a resolution criti- 
cal to phase 2 of the Southwest 
Area Sewer Extension project at 
several recent meetings, the Aga- 
wam City Council voted on the 
measure June 18, passing it with a 
9-2 vote. A separate resolution, re- 
questing the expenditure of funds 
for land takings and easements for 
Phase 2 also passed 9-2. Council 
President Christopher C. Johnson 
and Councilor Cecilia P. Calabrese 
cast the dissenting votes on both 
resolutions. 

The city council approved two 
abatements for local developer 
Ralph DePalma at its June 18 
meeting, significantly reducing 
the cost of sewer betterments that 
must be paid up front. The council 
administrative subcommittee has 
been working on the abatements 
for several months, holding hear- 
ings on several properties assessed 
for Phase 1 of the sewer project. 
DePalma was assessed the major- 
ity of the cost for the $1.7 million 
project with more than $919,000 in 
betterment costs, which he thought 
was being assessed unequally. 


July 

In his first evaluation as superin- 
tendent of schools, William Sapelli 
received mostly high performance 
marks from the seven-member 
school committee at its June 26 
meeting. The evaluation forms 
included a check box to rate the 
superintendent overall as well as 
a separate page to provide written 
comments about his performance. 
His overall rating ranged from 
“satisfactory” to “outstanding.” 

The town of Agawam was one 
of two western Massachusetts 
communities to receive federal 
assistance to pay for the debris re- 
moval that was caused by the Oct. 
29, 2011 snowstorm. Agawam will 
receive about $3.1 million in pub- 
lic assistance grants that will cover 
75 percent of cleanup and recovery 
costs associated with that storm. 
The town of Sturbridge received 
$1.2 million. 

The historic red barn at the en- 
trance to School Street Park has 
gained the support of the Massa- 
chusetts Historical Commission 
for listing on the National Register 
of Historic Places.

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mission voted to endorse Agawam’s nomi- 
nation at its meeting in June. 


August 

One local official hopes that revisions to 
the Community Preservation Act (CPA) re- 
cently passed by the state Legislature, will 
allow the town to fix the track at Agawam 
High School, which has been in a state of 
disrepair for a number of years. City Coun- 
cilor George Bitzas said now is the time to 
tackle the school track as a CPA project, as 
students are currently bussed to nearby Suf- 
field, Conn., to practice in lieu of utilizing 
the gravel track at the high school. 

Construction has begun on Shoemaker 
Lane for the first of two solar farms in town. 
A second solar farm on Main Street is ex- 
pected to be under construction soon. The 
site — located at 912 Shoemaker Lane — will 
consist of solar voltaic panels on 13 acres 
of land and will provide approximately 1.7 
megawatts of clean electricity to the grid in 
Western Mass. It will save the town of Aga- 
wam roughly $1 million in energy costs over 
the next 25 years. 

City councilors have a number of ques- 
tions that they want answered before the 
town moves forward with Phase 2 of the 
Southwest Area Sewer Project. A recent joint 
meeting of the city council’s administrative 
and legislative subcommittees brought to 
light those concerns, including the question 
of mandatory hookups. 
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Mayor Richard A. Cohen appointed a 13- 
member committee to study the rehabilita- 
tion of the Agawam High School track. City 
Councilor George Bitzas will be joined on 
the committee by Jennifer Bonfiglio, Dan 
Pryce, Dave Stratton, Anthony Bonavita, Lyn 
Bussiere, Lindsey Wassung, Will Reichelt, 
Christopher Sparks, Richard Theroux, Lou 
Conte, Ric Sardella, and Richard Clark. 

The City Council’s administrative sub- 
committee sent a recommendation and re- 
quested Mayor Richard A. Cohen draft a 
resolution for council approval for a $10.5 
million bond for Phase 2 of the Southwest 
Area Sewer Extension Project. 

Plans are in the works for a Y Express 
to open in the former Foodmart space on 
Springfield Street in Agawam. The well- 
ness and program center will also benefit the 
neighboring town of West Springfield. The 
YMCA is looking for volunteers interested 
in helping to fundraise the $500,000 in order 
to get the project off the ground. 

Four years after the Benjamin J. Phelps 
and School Street Park playgrounds were 
resurfaced with rubber, the remaining play- 
scapes in town have been addressed. The 
cost for all three schools totaled $257,000, 
according to Park and Recreation Director 
Christopher Sparks, but it will be more ef- 
fective in the long run.

ment to conduct a brownfield assessment for 
the former Games and Lanes property on 
Walnut Street Ext. Cohen sought authoriza- 
tion to apply for $50,000 to hire a consultant 
to determine the extent of contamination at 
the site, which was home to a dry cleaning 
business from the 1960s to the 1980s. 

The polls in Agawam closed last week 
with a low turnout for the state primary 
election — only 2,709 of the town’s 20,962 
registered voters cast ballots in the election. 
Assistant Town Clerk Margaret McCarthy 
called the turnout “unfortunate” but admit- 
ted that while Town Clerk Richard Theroux 
never made an actual prediction, he did ex- 
pect low voter turnout. 

The police officer involved in the acciden- 
tal shooting of a 21-year-old Agawam resi- 
dent in May was cleared by Hampden Dis- 
trict Attorney Mark G. Mastroianni, who did 
not find sufficient evidence to proceed with 
charges against the officer. 

Britteney Miles, the woman accidentally 
shot by Agawam Police Officer Danielle 
Petrangelo, responded to the DA’s findings, 
stating that while she “respects” Mastroian- 
ni’s decision to decline criminal prosecution, 
the reasons for not filing criminal charges 
“do not justify what occurred.” Miles urged 
Agawam Police Department to review the 
matter and “take appropriate action neces- 
sary to avoid such incidents in the future.” 


October 

Phase 2 of the Southwest Area Sewer Ex- 
tension Project hit a roadblock last month 
when Mayor Richard A. Cohen declined to 
sponsor a resolution for a $10.5 million bond 
authorization. Cohen said a “significant 
amount of information is needed” before he 
would sponsor the resolution. 

The Springfield Street Wendy’s project is 
finally moving forward after nearly two years 
of legal battles with neighboring Phipps Li- 
quors. Construction began at the site with 
the foundation being poured last month. Of- 
ficials expressed confidence that the Wendy’s 
construction would be completed for the res- 
taurant to open in late December. 

The School Committee voted unanimously 
to approve a recommendation from Agawam 
High School Principal Steve Lemanski to hold 
graduation ceremonies for the Class of 2013 
on a Saturday, instead of Sunday, which had 
been a longstanding tradition. The change 
was recommended because of a scheduling 
conflict at Symphony Hall on June 9, 2013, 
the day originally planned for graduation. 
The ceremony will instead take place June 8. 
Nicholas Boldyga and Samuel Di Santi, the 
two candidates vying for the Third Hamp- 
den District seat in the state House of Rep- 
resentatives for the November election, went 
head-to-head during a debate at Roberta G. 
Doering School Oct. 18. 
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November 

Like many communities in New England 
and along the east coast, Agawam residents 
and town officials spent the weekend prepar- 
ing for the onslaught of weather forecasted 
as a result of Hurricane Sandy. By as early 
as Sunday, Oct. 28, Western Massachusetts 
Electric Company (WMECo) had crews 
ready to respond to the power outages that 
were likely to impact Western Mass. Only 
1,500 residents lost power in the storm, 
however, and all of them had power restored 
within 40 minutes. 

Three people were arrested in connection 
with explosives that were left in mailboxes 
throughout town last week. The three people 
involved — including two juveniles — were 
charged with wanton destruction of property 
under $250 (two counts), exploding an ex- 
plosive, incendiary or destructive device or 
substance (two counts) and placing an ex- 
plosive, incendiary or destructive substance 
(four counts). 

The CVS Pharmacy located on Silver 
Street was robbed Nov. 15 by a masked man 
who claimed to have a gun. The man de- 
manded pharmacists open the safe contain- 
ing narcotics and fled the scene with Oxy- 
contin. No injuries were reported, according 
to police. 

Members of Agawam Fire Department 
responded to downtown Springfield Friday, 
Noy. 23 following a natural gas explosion 
that rocked the city, leveling a building in the 
entertainment district and injuring nearly 20 
people. None of the injuries were reported 
to be life threatening. According to AFD of- 
ficials, the department sent two ambulances 
with four paramedics to the scene. The de- 
partment had one ambulance in service to 
cover the town of Agawam. 


December 

It took nearly two years for town officials 
to achieve one of their goals for an important 
local structure, but despite recently being 
listed on the National Register of Historic 
Places, the School Street Barn is still a major 
subject of discussion for the town’s planning 
department. Officials have invited the public 
to attend a “visioning session” on Dec. 12 
when representatives from Crosskey Archi- 
tects will present plans for the restoration 
of the barn and solicit input from residents 
about its future use. 

In a move that stunned the nearly 50 peo- 
ple in attendance at the Dec. 3 meeting, city 
councilors voted to table a discussion about 
the Southwest Area Sewer Project indefi- 
nitely. Many of the audience members spoke 
about the project, urging the council to move 
forward with a decision, but councilors ex- 
pressed a need for more information about 
the project, which would have required a 
$10.5 million bond authorization. 


MassDOT receives 2012 National

AASHTO’s award committee singled 
out MassDOT’s “strong leadership” in 
pursuing safety initiatives that have re- 
sulted in significant reductions in high- 
way crashes causing injury or death 
while also creating a safer workplace for 
transportation employees. 

“We have made safety priority one, 
embedded in every decision our employ- 
ees make on behalf of all our customers 
regardless of transportation mode,” said 
Richard A. Davey, MassDOT Secretary 
& CEO, “and I am pleased to see this 
recognition of our efforts and thank our 
employees who work each day to keep 
Commonwealth roads and public transit 
safe.” 

Under the leadership of Secretary 
Davey, MassDOT Highway Administra- 
tor Frank DePaola, and Chief Engineer 


Thomas Broderick, MassDOT: 

e Created a Highway Safety Improve- 
ment Program Task Force, strategically 
investing over time more than $90 mil- 
lion in safety programs and projects; 

e Partnered with other agencies on 
work zone enforcement, crash and safety 
data improvements, and performing ap- 
proximately 120 Road Safety Audits 
statewide; 

e Promoted a culture of safety among 
employees, including required defensive 
driving and work zone safety training 
along with CPR training and mandatory 
use of safety equipment.

Governor lays out plan to 
close $540 million budget gap 


BOSTON — Due to slowing economic 
growth and lower than anticipated tax 
revenue collections, Gov. Deval Patrick 
Tuesday outlined a plan for closing an 
estimated $540 million gap in the fiscal 
year 2013 budget. 

The Patrick-Murray Administration re- 
vised the FY 13 tax revenue estimate from 
$22.01 billion to $21.496 billion, a reduc- 
tion of $515 million. Because $25 million 
of the tax revenue already collected this 
year is from tax settlements that are one- 
time in nature and already committed to 
certain one-time costs, the total shortfall 
in tax revenues available to support the 
budget is $540 million. 

“The uncertainty of the fiscal cliff and 
the resulting slow down in growth, is the 
direct cause of our budget challenges,” 
said Patrick. “Congress and the Presi- 
dent must come to terms on a solution so 
the private sector will continue to make 
the kind of investments that create jobs, 
grow state and federal tax revenue collec- 
tions and contribute to a lasting economic 
recovery. Until then, just as we have 
throughout the course of this Administra- 
tion, we face these challenges together 
and take a balanced, purposeful approach 
to dealing with them.” 

To close the budget gap, Patrick has 
outlined a balanced plan that includes 
“budgetary reductions and other fiscally 
prudent solutions,” including the real- 
location of savings from the Common- 
wealth’s borrowing and health care costs,

to help address the tax revenue shortfall 
and ensure the fiscal year 2013 budget is 
balanced. 

The governor’s proposed plan ensures 
virtually all impacted programs and ser- 
vices will receive no less funding than 
last year and that no cuts will be made to 
Chapter 70 education funding. The plan 
continues to make record investments in 
education, innovation and infrastructure 
to grow jobs and attract private sector in- 
vestment. 

“This plan is a sensible way to deal 
with the impact on state revenues while 
maintaining the critical investments that 
are necessary for long-term economic 
growth,” said Lt. Gov. Timothy Murray. 
“We are still investing the highest level 
of K-12 education funding in state his- 
tory and our capital investment program 
is double what it was when the Patrick- 
Murray Administration took office.” 

The Patrick-Murray Administration 
has established a number of prudent fis- 
cal policies that have been positively 
reviewed by the rating agencies. One of 
these policies calls for solving no more 
than half of any mid-year tax revenue 
shortfall with rainy day funds or other 
one-time, non-recurring resources. Ac- 
cordingly, today’s plan proposes that only 
half of the $540 million budgetary tax 
revenue shortfall be addressed with rainy 
day funds and other one-time resources. 
The other half will be solved with recur- 
ring budgetary solutions.

Dana-Farber expert offers easy, healthy ways to entertain 


REGION - The holidays are here and so 
is all the festive food. Some of it is naughty 
but much of it can be nice. 

“When party planning during the holi- 
days, it’s important to have variety,” says 
Stacy Kennedy, MPH, RD, CSO, LDN, a 
nutritionist at Dana-Farber Cancer Institute 
in Boston. 

“Many of the foods we enjoy around the 
holidays are not only delicious to eat, but 
they may also contain cancer-fighting nutri- 
ents.” Kennedy says it’s easy to include them 
in any menu when you know what to look 
for. 

Here is a list of foods and recipes from 
Kennedy and her colleagues that belong on 


anyone’s “nice list.” 


Ho-ho hummus 

Skip those holiday dips that are buried 
in excess fat and calories. Kennedy says 
lighten up by substituting with an easy-to- 
prepare hummus. This recipe calls for pine 
nuts, which are rich in protein, zinc, copper 
and manganese, which are important for 
a healthy immune system. Legumes, like 
chickpeas, are a great source of protein and 
dietary fiber, which can help reduce the risk 
of cancer and help lower cholesterol. 


Go nuts 

Dust off that family nutcracker. Recent re- 
search finds that walnuts may help prevent 
kidney and colon cancers. In addition, the 
study suggests that walnuts are a rich source 
of antioxidants that may help protect cells 
from oxidative damage. Walnuts contain 
essential fatty acids, or the so-called “good 
fats,’ which are known to help reduce blood 


pressure and boost the immune system. So 
go nuts with this simple pesto recipe. 


Merry mango 

Mangoes are naturally sweet and rich in 
a variety of antioxidants. One of them, lu- 
peol, is thought to rid the body of harmful 
molecules known as free radicals, which can 
damage a cell’s DNA, triggering some forms 
of cancer and other diseases. Studies have in- 
dicated that mango pulp may lower the risk 
of prostate cancer, inflammation, arthritis, 
and diabetes. This colorful and refreshing 
mousse recipe will delight dinner guests. 


Positively pomegranate 

Pomegranates have definitely moved to 
the top of many people’s “nice list.” They are 
now found in everything from drinks to des- 
serts and for good reason. Recent research 
suggests that drinking pomegranate juice 
may be a delicious way to help prevent pros- 
tate cancer, as well as prevent the metastasis 
and spread of prostate cancer cells. Try this 
good-for-you dessert that is layered with fla- 
vonoids, vitamin C, and other antioxidants. 


Magical mixture 

Want something magical this holiday? Try 
making a dip with fresh roasted pumpkin. 
Pumpkin can spice up many recipes, from 
muffins to ravioli. “It’s also one of the tasti- 
est ways to enhance the body’s own natu- 
ral cancer-fighting ability,’ says Kennedy. 
Pumpkins are packed with nutrients called 
carotenoids, which have been linked to the 
prevention of colon, prostate, breast, and 
lung cancer. It’s actually the bright orange 
color that makes pumpkin rich in nutrients. 


Festive finger food 
This appetizer (or snack) is made with 
winter squash. It’s not only delicious but 
also a good source of carotenoids. They act 
to clean out the dangerous free radicals that 
enter your body from stress or the environ- 
ment. 


Kennedy says don’t be afraid to experi- 
ment. Other tips to make this a healthy sea- 
son — in dips, try substituting sour cream 
with low-fat plain Greek yogurt, go raw with 
crudités, add as many colorful foods as pos- 


sible, get plenty of exercise, and remember, 
it’s a time for celebration so it’s OK to in- 
dulge a little.

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REGION - Thirty of America’s 50 largest 
cities are now covered by laws that prohibit 
smoking in all indoor areas of private work- 
places, restaurants, and bars, according to a 
study from the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention. 

By late 2000, only one of the 50 largest 
U.S. cities—San Jose, Calif—was covered 
by such a law. As of Oct. 5, 2012, 16 of the 
50 largest cities were covered by local com- 
prehensive smoke-free laws, and 14 more 
were covered by state comprehensive smoke- 
free laws. 

Today, almost half of Americans are pro- 
tected by state or local laws of this kind, 
compared to less than three percent in 2000. 
Scientific studies have found that smoke-free 
laws reduce exposure to secondhand smoke, 
reduce smoking, and improve health, includ- 
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60 percent of America’s biggest cities now smoke-free 


ing reducing heart attacks. 

While new local comprehensive smoke- 
free laws continue to be adopted in a number 
of cities and counties, last week North Dakota 
voters approved the first statewide compre- 
hensive smoke-free law adopted since 2010. 

“Communities have made tremendous 
progress eliminating smoking from worksites 
and public places in 60 percent of big cities in 
the United States. Smoke-free laws save lives 
and don’t hurt business,” said CDC Director 
Thomas R. Frieden, M.D., M.P.H. “If we can 
protect workers and the public in the remain- 
ing 20 largest cities, 16 million people would 
be better protected from cancer and heart dis- 
ease caused by secondhand smoke.” 

The study, “Comprehensive Smoke-Free 
Laws — 50 Largest U.S. Cities, 2000 and 
2012,” published in this week’s Morbidity 
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and Mortality Weekly Report, reported that 
10 of the 20 cities without comprehensive 
smoke-free laws are located in the south. 

Additionally, 10 of the 20 cities without 
such laws are located in states that prohibit 
local smoking restrictions from being stron- 
ger than or different from state law. 

“Hundreds of cities and counties have 
passed their own smoke-free laws, including 
many communities in the south,” said Tim 
McAfee, M.D., M.P.H., director of CDC’s 
Office on Smoking and Health. “If we con- 
tinue to progress as we have since 2000, all 
Americans could be protected from second- 
hand smoke exposure in workplaces and pub- 
lic places by 2020.” 

The 2006 Surgeon General’s Report con- 
cluded that there is no risk-free level of ex- 
posure to secondhand smoke. Secondhand 
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smoke causes heart disease and lung cancer 
in nonsmoking adults and is a known cause of 
sudden infant death syndrome or SIDS, respi- 
ratory problems, ear infections, and asthma 
attacks in infants and children. Even brief ex- 
posure to secondhand smoke can trigger acute 
cardiac events, such as heart attack. 

Cigarette use kills an estimated 443,000 
Americans each year, including 46,000 by 
heart disease and 3,400 by lung cancer among 
nonsmokers from exposure to secondhand 
smoke.
